Sherman maintained that the 
Appeals Board can’t ignore the 
paragraph allowing sales rooms. 
And he argued that if the persons 
writing the by-law had wanted this 
to be reviewed by the Appeals 
Board, the law would have said 
so. He believed that the section 
mentioning this possibility re- 
ferred only to sales rooms that 
would include, as part of the 
business, repairs, storage and 
sale of gasoline, and similar 
activities. This is not the case 
at the moment, he claimed, as 
there will be nothing built on the 
lot except a sales room. Mr. 
Woodworth owns, on the adjoining 
lot, a garage that does repairs and 
where gasoline is sold. 

Thus, Sherman argued, _ the 
Appeals Board should tell the 
building inspector to issue a 
permit for construction. The 
inspector, Ernest N. Hall, had 
first issued, then revoked, a 
permit. He said the latter action 


came as a result of reading the 
1953 decision, which said Wood- 
worth must get Appeals Board 
approval before erecting a build 
ing on the lot. 

Other Requests 

In case the Appeals Board does 
not rule that it does not have 
jurisdiction, Atty. Sherman asked 
that the permit be granted without 
restrictions. He explained that no 
restriction should be placed on 
the use of the property that is not 
consistent with restrictions on 
other businesses. ‘‘You can’t 
make fish of Mr. Woodworth and 
fowl of the others’’, he told the 
Board. 

And, in a third request, Sher- 
man also asked the Board not to 
place any restrictions on the use 
of the land — if restrictions are 
placed against it at all — that 
will ‘‘put the business at a handi- 
cap in the purpose of the busi-

such as allowing “‘inconspicuous’’ 
advertising — that he said utterly 
defeat the purpose, because ad- 
vertising has to be conspicuous. 

Atty. Walter Tomlinson spoke 
to the Board against the request, 
representing the Bay State, Cam- 
bridge Mutual and Merrimack 
Mutual Insurance Companies. 

He said the 1953 decision was 
made because of three reasons: 

l. It is the most conspicuous 
corner in the town; 

9. It is the most hazardous 
corner in town; 

3. Whatever is done with it 
might have a depreciating affect 
on the rest of the Village. 

‘Since 1953, there has been no 
change in circumstances to call 
for relaxation of the restrictions’’, 
he told the Board. 

He argued that the safety and 
welfare of the community, plus 
protection of property values, 
should be considered. 

Mr. Tomlinson also pointed out 
to the Board that Mr. Woodworth 
should, if he does not believe the 
Board has jurisdiction, go to court 
to seek a remedy. 

He warned that restrictions on 
lighting, signs and advertising 
were imposed originally because 
of a concern about ‘‘not having a 
cheap used car lot’’. And he told 
the Board: 

‘Don’t let the issue be clouded. 
A Class One dealer’s license 
includes the sale of used cars, 
too”’ 

“*! think any change you made 
in relaxing the restrictions’’, he 
continued, ‘‘would be overruling 
a Board that studied this com- 
pletely and thoroughly’. 

Sitting on that 1953 Board 
were Edward O. Hall, now a mem- 
ber of the Board; the late Roy 
Hardy and Atty. James S. Eastham, 
who recently retired from the 
Board after 23 years’ service. 

Mr. Tomlinson argued that this 
Board’s restrictions had not been 
challenged by legal counsel for 
Mr. Woodworth during the last five 
years. This, in effect, was an 
answer to Mr. Sherman’s com- 
plaint that the authority cited in 
the 1953 decision was in error, as 
the wrong paragraph reference was 
written in the decision. 

Not Notified 

Atty. Halbert Dow addressed 
the Board, complaining that he 
had received no notice of the 
meeting Monday night. He re- 
minded the members that he 
appeared at the initial hearing 
ast October, representing the 
Shawsheen Market. At that time, 
he said, there had been an arrange- 
ment to meet again to examine 
plans for the new sales room.

But a suggestion to that end by 
the Shawsheen Village Improve 
ment Association has not yet 
been approved by the Selectmen, 
For the old building apparently 
exists under a set of restrictions 
that pretty well specify what may 
be done in the structure.

Candidates, Where Are You? 


Politics may take a public vacation for a couple of 
weeks at Christmas time, when most residents are pre- 
occupied with shopping and planning for yuletide pleasure. 

But we hope there is no respite in individual thinking — 
specially by men of good character and ability who might 
consider entering the contests for Selectman. 

We now have witnessed the declaration by another town 
official that he will be a candidate for the job. 
five official announcements 
elected offices in the town. There are strong 
that at least two more town officials will announce, 


possibly more. 


Are there no men, or women, outside the official family 
who will seek this office? Or are they playing cat-and- 
mouse with the voters, waiting to declare themselves 
when they think they can pick a soft berth? 

This is the time to make announcements. It is important 
that the voters, a majority of whom chose the town mana- 
ger form of government, have a chance to carefully scan 
the prospective candidates, well ahead of the election. 

We'd like to see many more candidates in the race — 
not merely incumbents of present offices, who, in most 
part, were opposed to the manager plan throughout the last 


two or three years. 


Some continuity in government may be necessary, but 
we don’t have to go overboard in that direction by leaving 
the field to incumbents only. 


Watch Your Tax Bill 


For years, town meeting has been influenced to a con- 
siderable degree by how much any specific article would 
raise the tax rate. Emphasis has been placed on that 
probability, in the belief that voters would drag their 
heels if the rate was going too high. 

And this probably was effective, when the rate stood at 
$50, or $60 or $70. Because then, a dollar seemed like a 
appropriation that would raise

This could easily go up to $31 next March, without ap- 
propriating any more money than has been promised by 
vote of the 1956 town meeting, which approved many ap- 
propriations for part of a year only. When the full year’s 
total comes up, the increase may be startling. Thus we 


are forced to ask: 


Will the same set of brakes be effective? 

In some other communities, the lowering of the tax rate 
has resulted in a more progressive attitude towards spend- 
ing. Fifty cents or a dollar, added to $26, doesn’t seem 
quite so large, as does the same amount added to $60 or 
970. And in those communities, the tax rates have speedily 
climbed to former heights, but with new and higher valua- 


tions. 


We hope this will not happen here next March. 

To avoid it, let’s remember that the tax bill, not the 
rate, is the important item. When an appropriation is dis- 
cussed, consider it in terms of what an increase in rate 
will do to your tax bill. And by doing so, you will auto- 
matically go slowly in appropriating large sums, 

We would not wish to urge false economy, where it is 
necessary to spend money for worthwhile purposes. But it 
will be essential to study the requests carefully, to avoid 
pushing our taxes up any higher than absolutely necessary.

Here Are The Restrictions 
Placed On Vacant Lot Use 


These are the basic restrictions 
at the center of the controversy 
between Woodworth Motor Co. and 
the Appeals Board, with objections 
from the Insurance Companies in 
the Village. 

Mr. Woodworth wants the res- 
trictions lifted — the Insurance 
Companies want them retained. 

As listed here, the restrictions 
are paraphrased, but the meaning 
has not been changed: 

1. No building can be erected 
without approval from the Board 
of Appeals, after a public hearing. 

2. A hedge must be maintained 
at least 18 inches from the bottom 
of an iron fence. 

3. The only advertising sign 
allowed can be of no more than 
15 square feet in area; located not 
nearer than 50 feet to any street 
line; and advertising the name of 
owner or business transacted. 

4. No lighting allowed, except 
lights along Haverhill and No. 
Main sts., shielded so as not to be 
visible from the street; and located 
no higher than the top of the 
hedge. 


5. No advertising can be placed. 


on any car on the lot. 

6. May not be used for storage or 
sale of ‘‘stripped’’ cars. 

7. No driveways or entrances 
allowed to the lot, except one from 
Haverhill st. near the easterly 
boundary of the premises. 

8. All provisions of the building 
code and zoning by-law must be 
complied with. 

9. If all or a portion of the lot 
is sold, the same restrictions per- 
tain to its use by new owner. 

At a recent meeting with the 
Board of Selectmen, Town Cougsel 
Vincent A. Stulgis termed the 
restrictions ‘‘capricious and ar- 
bitrary’’. He ruled that Woodworth 


could have his building permit for
